The local affiliate was founded 
in 1954, but it required three 
years of effort to arouse enough 
public interest and to finance a 
clinic which was opened in 1957. 
A year later, under the sponsor­ 
ship of the Junior Women’s Club, 
a day nursery was added. At 
present there are 14 children re­ 
ceiving therapy with 7 in nurs­ 
ery school. 
At the clinic, the children are 
given physical therapy by Mrs. 
Lucille 
Campbell, 
a 
certified 


therapist, and in the nursery 
school, they are taught to asso­ 
ciate with other children, to ac­ 
cept their handicap and to real­ 
ize that for many of them, this 
is not a hopeless affliction. There 
is no known cure, but thousands 
of c e r e b r a l palsy victims, 
through physical therapy and vo­ 
cational guidance, are l i v i n g 
nearly normal lives, many of 
them self-supporting, the asso­ 
ciation said. 
Rehabilitation is a slow a n d 
expensive project. The a c t u a l 
cost of maintaining the clinic 
and nursery school averages over 
6400 a month. In addition, every 
affiliate contributes a certain 
percentage of income to the na­ 
tional organization for research. 
Sunday's fund campaign wi l l 
permit continued operation of the 
clinic and the association’s ser­ 
vices.

An estimated 13 families in the

Rescuers Seek 111 Woman,

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
Rescuers inched up the tortuous 
face of North America’s mightiest 
mountain today toward a desper­ 
ately sick woman and four in­ 
jured men. 
An Army jet helicopter, flying 
at more than twice its normal 
ceiling, failed twice Thursday to 
pluck the five climbers from the 
high reaches of 20,320-foot Mt.

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A Look At The Needs Of The Aged 


Few conferences will have more signifi­ 
cance than that which will he held n e x t 
Tuesday at Lisbon dealing with more ade­ 
quate care for the aging. 
It is part of a series of similar meetings 
throughout the nation in conjunction with the 
White House Conference On Aging called for 
next January by President Eisenhower 
As in most areas, the problem of the aged 
Is a challenging one in Columbiana County, 
with some 15.000 residents over 65. O n e 
phase of it was brought into sharp focus 
recently when an effort wae made to obtain 
funds with which to erect a new c o u n t y 
home. The voters rejected a proposed bond 
issue, however, and things are as they were 
except that the need has been established 
and the people made aware of an alarming 
situation. 
Like death and taxes, old age is some­ 
thing that no one can escape. So not only 
those now over 65. but all of us have a vital 


stake in both Tuesday's county conference 
and that which will he held next year at 
Washington. 
Ifs time now to begin thinking about the 
future on a comprehensive, logical basis 
Some strides are being made in improved 
care for the aged, but they have been tiny 
ones when the over - all picture is considered 
Many, many more things must be done. 
One of the ideas which communities should 
consider is the establishment of a Senior 
Citizens Club along the lines of that already 
functioning at Salem. The club. which has 
229 members, provides not only recreation 
but some training in crafts, lectures and 
travel tours. 
Following a luncheon, next Tuesday’s meet­ 
ing will be open to the public, with a panel 
discussion and questions from the audience 
The opportunity is there for getting a firm 
grasp on a problem which no one can escape 
forever. 


Slickest Game On The Midway 


The Rules Committee of the U S House of 
Representatives is deciding what to do about 
federal school aid bills. Before it makes the 
decision, it would do well to call in, say. 
two dozen school board members, teachers 
and property owners from school districts 
that are paying their own way. 
It would ask these people whether they 
think federal aid would be a good thing for 
them, and the answer would be no. It would 
be hard for most congressmen to compre­ 
hend why federal aid isn’t always as popular 
as die boss’ unmarried daughter at the of­ 
fice picnic, but it’s because citizens live and 
learn. 


go FAR, they have learned that federal 
ak! has to be paid for out of federal income, 
which comes mostly from taxpayers with 
something the federal government can tax. 
They have learned, also, that taxpayers 
with something to tax end up on the short 
end of every federal aid proposition, be­ 
cause for every dollar they recover by 
wheedling Washington they have sent upward 
of $2 to Washington. 
The dollar they can never hope to see again 
is split up among the Jobholders who shuffl# 
It around and people who think the govern­ 
ment Is being cruel if it doesn’t give 


them the same advantage they would have 
if they were paying their own way. 
What this boils down to is that school dis­ 
tricts in the habit of paying their own way 
have no reason to ask for federal aid and no 
reason to think federal aid is anything but 
charity to people who can’t or won’t put up 
money for local education. 
These people would never ask for assist­ 
ance as down-and-outers in the education 
field. They put sugar on the proposition, 
though, by calling it federal aid—and that 
they can ask for without wincing. 


EVERYBODY has taken some form of fed­ 
eral aid if he could get it. But many of this 
nation’s school districts have learned, some 
to their own surprise, that they didn’t have 
to wait for federal ald. They built schools 
with their own resources and. having done 
so, the idea they should send $2 to Washing­ 
ton so somebody could subtract $1 and give 
them a sporting chance to recover the other 
$1 sounds silly. 
If the Rules Committee would call In a 
few dozen citizens accustomed to paying for 
their own school systems, their forthright tes­ 
timony on federal aid for schools would be 
the mqst sensattonal 
thing 
since 
Harry 
Truman wanted to shoot the music critic. 


An Oscar For Nikita Khrushchev 


News coverage of the Russian explosion at 
Paris and the subsequent collapse of the sum­ 
mit conference depended heavily on interpre­ 
tive accounts, instead of straight reporting. 
There was not much straight new* report- 
Ing to be done, other than to keep a running 
account of what Premier Khrushchev was do­ 
ing in his role of diplomatic saboteur This 
was a conference without a program, without 
a discussion Mid without a summary of re­ 
sults, or even a summary of lade of results. 
It was. instead, a diplomatic melodrama in 
which the "villain” hogged the stage and 
stole the show, and the newsmen who had 
gone to Paris to write about the conference 
must have wished that dramatic critics had 
been sent, instead. 
They did make it possible, however, to un­ 
derstand how the chief actor in the "Collapse 
of the Summit” read his lines and many of 
their deeply knowledgeable critiques of the 
play promise to do credit to their skill when 
reread in years to come.

Dr. George A. Bowman. Kent State Uni­ 
versity’s able president, has no illusions about 
the past, present or the future of his school’s 
status on its 50th anniversary today. 
He says it has taken only the first steps 
toward the position it covets in higher educa­ 
tion. But he is proud of the progress it is 
making, and all of us are proud of Kent 
State University, too. 
Dr. Bowman believes It will have 11.000 
full-time students by 1965 and as many as 
14.000 by 1970. It has 7,800 full-time students 
now and a total enrollment of 10.622, includ­ 
ing part-time and off-campus students. 
An estimate of 14,000 full time students In 
another IO years suggests an interesting com­ 
parison. That happens to be almost the total 
of all students accepted this spring for the 
8,545 places in the freshman classes (rf the 
eight Ivy League schools in the East. The 
difference between the total places and the 
number of students accepted is the practice 
of applying to more than one of these schools 
for one of their coveted acceptance notices.

Another Look At Khrushchev's Actions 


SE ATO Takes On Increased Strength 


MANILA 
Sixty ships and IOO aircraft of 
the eight Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization nations are winding 
up an important naval exercise 
testing their ability to help repel 
Communist aggression in the area. 
The maneuver, known as "Oper­ 
ation Sealion.” is significant be­ 
cause it includes—for the first time 
in 
the 
six-year-old 
history 
of 
SEATO—naval elements of each of 
the treaty nations 
It also is (rf 
interest because the emphasis in 
this part of the world is on pre­ 
paration for limited warfare. Anti­ 
submarine warfare is a key fac­ 
tor. 
Unlike its western counterpart, 
NATO, SEATO has no standing 
armed forces of its own. There­ 
fore, the present training operation 
is essential from the standpoint of 
communications rf for no other 
reason. 


THE THREE aircraft carriers 
involved fly the flags of the United 
States, the United Kingdom and 
Australia. There is one British 
cruiser, which is flagship for the 
entire operation and destroyers 
and 
minecraft 
from 
Pakistan, 
France and the Philippines as 
well as the U.S. and Royal Navy. 
Thailand and New Zealand, the 
other SEATO partners, are rep­ 
resented by aircraft. 
Although the majority of the na­ 
tions are English-speaking coun­ 
tries, even the common tongue 
does not permit easy communica­ 
tion among ships and planes when 
it is spoken with a variety of 
Navy jargon. 
The Sealion Operation, which has 
covered a vast expanse of sea 
between Manila, 
Singapore and 
Bangkok in the South China Sea 
and the Gulf of Siam, is based 
upon this assumption: 
An unnamed member of SEATO 
Is under heavy Communist pres­ 
sure. This is explained by Rear 
Adm. J. D. Black, commanding the 
U.S. forces, as “ an attempt by 
the Commies to gain control with­ 
out creating a stir.” This obvious­ 
ly means Thailand for planning 
purposes, although there is no actu­ 
al threat there. 
The SEATO force is practicing 
tactics to be employed in a real 
emergency of this kind, to keep 
the shipping lanes open for pro­ 
tection and support of the treaty 
country. This means anti-subma­ 
rine warfare. 
The exercise represents an at­ 
tempt by Allied navies to maintain 
a high standard of readiness for 
fighting non-nuclear, brushfire war. 
Although 
American 
ships 
and 
planes are equipped with nuclear 
depth charges for destruction of 
submarines, the Sealion maneuver 
is an exercise in protection and 
the applicable defense strategy is 
not keyed to nuclear attack. 
Behind the planning for Sealion 
Is the effort of American officials 
to convince oui SEATO partners 
that their greatest contribution to 
keeping the peace in this area is 
development of anti-submarine and 
anti-mining techniques—and not in 
the development of their own nu­ 
clear capability. We keep stress­ 
ing the importance of holding op­ 
erations against brushfire aggres­ 
sion. 


THE SUBMARINE menace in 
these waters is always great, as 
the Japanese proved during World 
War II. Since then the Russians 
have built up a potentially dan­ 
gerous force of s o rn e 450 subs, 
many of which can and do ro»m 
the far Pacific at will. The Chi­ 
nese Communists also are build­ 
ing U-boats. 
At a briefing on his flagship be­ 
fore the Sealion Operation began. 
Adm. Black quoted to correspond­ 
ents of Manila newspapers these

words (rf Adm. Arleigh Burke, chief 
of naval operations: 
"The submarine menace com­ 
bined with nuclear power and bal­ 
istid missiles is far greater dan­ 
ger to our national security than 
anything yet developed including 
space vehicles.” 
At the same time, navy experts 
here as in the Atlantic Ocean 
point out that detection of under­ 
water craft is becoming increas­ 
ingly difficult as subs are being 
built to run faster and deeper. 
They are looking to scientists and 


technicians, as one officer put It. 
“to give us the equipment we 
desperately need ” 
Nonetheless. U.S naval officers 
in this area are pleading with oth­ 
er SEATO nation navies to work 
diligently with what is already 
available. 
We want our smaller country 
partners to strengthen SEATO’s 
ability to deal with limited war­ 
fare, and not to cast covetous eyes 
on U S nuclear power while ignor­ 
ing the local threat of quiet in­ 
filtration by the Communists. 


Dizzier By The Minute

WASHINGTON 
The 1960 summit fiasco—before 
and after—gets dizzier by the min­ 
ute. If you listen, you can hear 
an old record being replayed. 
Take 
the 
American 
U2 
spy 
plane which was dawned over the 
Soviet Union. President Eisenhow­ 
er told Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev there will be no more spy 
plane flights over Soviet territory. 
But Thursday The Associated 
Press reported this country is so 
far along with the development of 
spy satellites that the first of a 
planned network of them should 
be circling the earth in 
four 
months. 
The AP reported: “ Experts say 
It will do a far more effective 
job than the U2 could—and will 
be much harder to knock down ” 
The AP added: * 
These 
satellites, 
w h i r l i n g 
around 
the earth's 
poles 
with 
photographic and TV equipment, 
will be able to scan every square 
mile (rf the earth’s surface and 
relay to Allied ground stations the 
location of Soviet missile sites and 
any 
unusual 
concentration 
of 
troops or war materials. 
The Soviets have appealed to 
the United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil to hear their charges of ag­ 
gress ton by the U2 plane flights. 
The council meets Monday. 
Eisenhower will propose later 
that the U.N. supervise interna­ 
tional aerial surveillance aimed 
at guarding the world against sur­ 
prise attacks. 
But ifs a real switch for the 
Soviets to go to the Security Coun­ 
cil to handle a problem which 
couldn’t be solved at the summit 
because Khrushchev broke up the 
summit meeting as soon as it be­ 
gan. 
Just two years ago Khrushchev 
agreed to hold a summit meeting 
in the Security Council itself. He 
wanted the augmented council to 
hear another of his charges of 
American aggression but stopped 
the meeting before it began 
He 
said the council was loaded in 
America’s favor 
Thus this year’s summit meet­ 
ing was the second summit con­ 
ference he blew up. 
In 1958 when pro-Western Iraq 
fell to revolutionaries, this coun­ 
try sent Marines into Lebanon 
with the explanation they were 
there to protect that small coun­ 
try, right next to Iraq, from in­ 
vasion 
The Soviets called this aggres­ 
sion and Khrushchev demanded a 
summit meeting right away. The 
United States proposed that the 
meeting be held in the Security 
Council itself, with the heads of 
government 
from 
the 
United 
States, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union sitting on the coun­ 
cil 
But a week before the council 
was scheduled to meet khrush­ 
chev said: Nothing doing He said 
the 11-nation council was weighted 
on America’s side. So there was 
no summit meeting 
Now he wants to go to the chin­ 


d i on the spy plane case even 
though a majority of the ll na­ 
tions on it are favorable to this 
country. This is the lineup: 
United States, Britain. France, 
the Nationalist Chinese. 
Argen­ 
tina. Ecuador, Italy, Soviet Union, 
Ceylon, Poland and Tunisia. This 
country should be able to count 
on a minimum of six, including 
itself, perhaps more 
Khrushchev had actually start­ 
ed calling for a summit meeting 
in 1957 but Eisenhower put him 
off in a string of correspondence 
which included for a time Pre­ 
mier 
Bulganin 
and earned all 
three the name of pen-pals. 
But Khrushchev got very de­ 
manding when the Marines went 
into Lebanon. That led to the 
planned Security Council summit 
meeting which Khrushchev side­ 
stepped.

Every Amer­ 
ican ambassa­ 
dor is a per­ 
sonal represen 
tative (rf the 
President of the 
United States. 
If the Soviet 
government re­ 
fuses 
to do 
business 
with 
♦he President, 
how 
can the David Lawrence 
American government continue to 
keep its ambassador and his staff 
In Moscow? 
And if the United States with­ 
draws Us ambassador, wouldn't it 
be logical to hand passports to the 
Soviet ambassador to Washington’’ 
Routine business could be con­ 
ducted through other governments’ 
embassies, as is the case when no 
direct 
diplomatic 
relations 
are 
maintained 
Mr. Khrushchev has just said 
that for the next six or eight 
months he doesn't want to nego­ 
tiate or do business with the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He adds that if the kind of Presi­ 
dent he likes isn't elected in No­ 
vember by the American people. 
he will keep up the boycott and 
wait till the next election to see 
if a man who will do his bidding 
is chosen. 


THIS SORT of comment, made 
by Mr. Khrushchev at his lengthy 
press conference in Paris, is the 
outburst of an egomaniac who hap­ 
pens to possess governmental pow­ 
er for the moment. 
There is no rule In the book 
which says the America?! people 
must continue to maintain diplo­ 
matic relations with a government 
that 
has publicly 
insulted 
the 
President of the United States. 
Indeed, the history of diplomacy 
shows that, for much less violent 
language or discourtesies by anoth­ 
er government, many an ambas­ 
sador has been handed his travel 
papers 
The hypocrisy of Mr Khrush­ 
chev is illustrated by what he said 
at his Wednesday press conference 
about how he knew in September 
1959, when he visited President Ei­ 
senhower, that there had been U-2 
flights over the Soviet Union’s ter­ 
ritory. 
“I almost opened my mouth,” 
said Mr. Khrushchev in referring 
to his knowledge (rf the U-2 flights. 
But, he added, because the atmos­ 
phere at Camp David was so cor­ 
dial, he said to himself, "why 
raise this matter with this friend 
then?” 
But if the flights over Russia 
are as serious a matter as the So­ 
viet premier now pretends, why 
didn’t he at least send a note of 
protest to the Department of State 
through his embassy and say in 
195© all that he now says about 
the seriousness of any violations 
of Russian “sovereignty” by the 
flights of the U-2 type of plane? 


CLEARLY Mr. Khrushchev had 
a reason for stirring up a fuss 
now. First, he wanted to prevent 


Mr Eisenhower frbm going lo th* 
Soviet Union this summer 
The Soviet Premier was afraid 
the visit might open the eyes and 
ear* of the Russian people. For 
they would learn at first hand 
from the President of the United 
States some simple facts that the 
Soviet press and radio have kept 
from them by government order. 
Mr Eisenhower, it was feared, 
would tell about the way freedom 
of speech, freedom of worship and 
freedom of the press and radio 
and television are practiced In the 
United States 
and of the high 
standard of living enjoyed by the 
workers here. 
How. for instance, could the So­ 
viet government afford, without 
taking big risks Internally, to let 
Mr. Eisenhower speak on the tele­ 
vision and radio for the sam* 
length of tim* that American sta­ 
tions gave to Mr. 
Khrushchev 
when he visited America last au­ 
tumn’ 
.So the easiest thing, Mr Khrush­ 
chev doubtless thought, w as to find 
a reason for cancellation of the 
trip Once this had been publicized, 
he couldn’t consistently fraternize 
with Mr Eisenhower in Paris and 
carry on parleys with the heads of 
state. 
Obviously the withdrawal of the 
invitation to Mr. Eisenhower was 
in itself a personal affront and 
hence Mr Khrushchev had to ap­ 
pear very angry about something 
and build up the plane incident to 
mammoth proportions. 
What happens next’ The Soviet 
Premier has declared all negotia­ 
tions off for several months. 
He pretends to be friendly to 
Prime 
Minister Macmillan 
and 
General de Gaulle, but he knows 
now that the West ii united and 
wiU not be divided. 
If he begins to show hostility to 
the British and French, it will be 
a sign that the Soviet Premier is 
getting ready to make a separate 
peace with East Germany and to 
complicate the European situation 
further 


IN THAT EVENT, the Western 
Allies will have to decide whether 
they will submit to the expulsion 
of their armed forces from West 
Berlin — and then anything could 
happen. 
Most likely it would be a period 
of high tension — a sort of war 
of nerves. Khrushchev, like Hitler, 
is capable of carrying his bluffs 
to extremes. That’s why there ara 
fears that a one-man dictatorship 
may again plunge the world into a 
Woody conflict — perhaps © so­ 
called 
“limited” 
war. 
As the 
chances of such a contingency be­ 
come a subject of worldwide dis­ 
cussion, it seems logical to assume 
that the Russian people will ex­ 
ercise a restraining hand and that 
the peoples in the “satellite” coun­ 
tries may find it opportune to 
voice their protests by means of 
public demonstrations such as oc­ 
curred in 1956 in Hungary. 
Meanwhile, 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats are uniting to present 
a common front to Khrushchev. If 
diplomatic relations are severed, 
it will be done only after consul­ 
tation with the leaders of both par­ 
ties in Congress.

Dear Knot-Head: What, you have 
not taken into account is the fact 
you are not a Japanese and there­ 
fore cannot know how a Japanese 
thinks 
These little devils have 
had their minds set on knocking 
us off for years and they are 
ready to move.

the 
Philippines. 
Re­ 
gardless of what you say, I am 
coming back to the United States 
He came back in time to miss 
the invasion of the Philippines in 
1941 
Thereafter, I had a clean record 
until war broke out in Korea. I 
said that wouldn't happen either— 
and again I made a mistake. I 
said it to the mother and father 
of a drafted son who was in the 
U S occupation army in Korea 
When the United States pulled 
out of Korea, making it easy for 
the North Koreans to start their 
caper, the son started home, to 
the great joy of his parents But I 
assured 
them 
heartily 
there 
would have been no danger any­ 


way. because it made no sense 
to think North Korea would tie 
into South Korea when all it need­ 
ed to do was sit tight and let 
South Korea wither on the vine:

So I was wrong about that 
one, too 
Nothing will be said here about 
the way I missed it on World 
War I, the Spanish-American.

based on logic. That’s what

the odds were against me Then I’d 
notify the militarists to unpack 
their duffel bags and start boing 
true to the girls they were figur­ 
ing on leaving behind them 
There would be no war 
That isn’t the way it’s done, ob­ 
viously. Wars are not started by 
logical decisions They are started 
because men are 6<re. angry, des­ 
perate. stupid, even insane 
I’ve 
always thought Hitler 
was an out­ 
right mental case, likewise Mus­ 
solini. 
So don’t take it seriously that I 
don’t believe there is going to be 
war. I never hit s war on the 
nose yet. To guess right you'd 
have to be as crazy as the people 
who start wars, and no one wants 
to be that crazy.

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Sen, Young Will Vote For Him 
‘Very Few9 Ohio Delegates 
Seen ‘Cooling9 On Kennedy

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Ste­ 
phen M. Young (D-Ohio) reported 
today “ a very few” of the Ohio 
delegates pledged to Sen. John F 
Kennedy (D-Ma?s) are cooling off 
on Kennedy despite his successes 
in presidential primaries. 
Himself a 
Kennedy delegate, 
Young said in an interview “the 
majority of the Ohio delegation to 
the Democratic national conven­ 
tion will vote for Kennedy enthusi­ 
astically.” 
But he said he has found “a 
very few” delegates who have de­ 
veloped reservations about sup­ 
porting Kennedy for the Democrat­ 
ic presidential nomination. Young 
said Kennedy’s being a Catholic, 
or a New Englander, or ‘‘having 
too many relatives.” figured in 
the reported cooling off. 


‘‘The delegates cooling on Ken­ 
nedy are from the rural areas,” 
Young said. 
Young recently attended a meet­ 
ing in Columbus of the Ohio dele­ 
gates, led by Ohio Gov. Michael 
V. DiSaile, all of whom will cast 
their ballot for Kennedy. 
Young said Kennedy is running 
far ahead now, and will look even 
more like a cinch if he does well 
in the Oregon primary. 
"If Jack is to win, however, he 
must be nominated at the end of 
the first ballot—after the votes are 
changed—or on the second ballot,” 
Young said. 
"After that, I reserve the right 
to vote for either Sen. (Stuart) 
Symington (D-Mo) or Sen. (Lyndon 
B.) Johnson (D*Tex). 
i "I will not vote for Adlai Steven-

son, unless it would mean deny­ 
ing him the right to a unanimous 
nomination.”

Included also is a short re-print 
ed article, “When F a m i l i e s 
Move”, prepared by the C h i l d 
Study Association of America and 
Allied Van Lines.

The Chamber cited the business 
indices in its monthly bulletin in 
connection with an account of the 
census report that showed t h e 
city’s population fell from 24,217 
to 22,158. Migration to suburban 
areas immediately outside the city 
limits accounted for the drop, the 
Chamber commented.
